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The following letter was written by a Clergy- 


man of undoubted veracity, and copied from 
the Bath Chronicle into the Briſtol Gazette. 


To the Printer of the BRISTOL GAZETTE. 
S I R, 


HEN you can ſpare room in your Gazette, 

I think you will not be able to preſent your 
readers with any account ſo extraordinary and ſur- 
priſing as the following. It is the moſt ſingular caſe 
of perverted reaſon and bodily ſuffering that 
I ever heard of; nor have the moſt learned and inge- 
nious perſons been able to folve the phœnomenon, 
much leſs to adminiſter relief to the afflicted object. 
You may depend on the authenticity of every part 
of the relation ; a member of my family having been 
near 3o years miniſter of the place where the perſon 
reſides, many of my friends ſtill inhabiting it, and 
myſelf having been frequently a witneſs to the facts 
I ſhall mention. 
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About 18 years ago the unfortunate ſubjett of this 
epiſtle, going about the neighbourhood with other 
young fellows, acting Chriſtmas plays or mummeries, 
ſuddenly fell down ſenſeleſs, and was with great dif- 
ficulty recovered. When he came to himſelf, the 
account he gave was, that he ſeemed at the moment 
of his fall to have received a violent blow from the 
hand of ſome perſon, who, as he thought, was al- 
lowed thus to puniſh him for acting a part in the 
play. From that moment, he has been ſubject, at un- 
certain and different periods, to fits of a moſt ſingu- 
lar and dreadful nature. The firſt ſymptom is a pow- 
erful agitation of the right hand to which ſucceed ter- 
rible diſtortions of the countenance. The influence 
of the fit has then commenced. He declares in a 
roaring voice that he is the Devil, who with many 
horrid execrations ſummons about him certain per- 
{ons devoted to his will, and commands them to tor- 
ture this unhappy patient with all the diabolical 
means in their power, The ſuppoſed demon then 
directs his ſervants to ſing, Accordingly the patient 
ſings in a different voice a jovial hunting ſong, which, 
having received the approbation of the foul fiend, is 


ſucceeded by a ſong in a female voice, very delicate- 


ly expreſſed; and this is followed, at the par- 
ticular injunction of the demon, by a paſtoral 
long in the form of a dialogue, ſang by, and in 
the real character of, the patient himſelf. After a 

peu 
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pauſe and more violent diſtortions, he again perſo- 
nates the demon, and ſings, in a hoarſe, frightful 
voice, another hunting-ſong. But in all theſe ſongs, 
whenever any expreſſion of goodneſs, benevolence, 
or innocence, occurs in the original, it is regularly 
changed to another of its oppoſite meaning ; neither 
can the patient bear to hear any good words whatever, 


nor any expreſſion relating to the church, during the 


influence of his fit, but is exaſperated by them into 
the moſt ſhocking degree of blaſphemy and outrage. 
Neither can he ſpeak or write any expreſſions of this 
tendency, whilſt the ſubſequent weakneſs of his fits 
is upon him; but is driven to madneſs by their men- 
tion. Having performed the ſongs, he continues to 
perſonate the demon, and derides the attempts which 
the patient has been making to get out of his pow- 
er, that he will perſecute-and torment him more and 
more to the end of his life, and that all the efforts of 
parſons and phyſicians ſhall prove fruitleſs. An inver- 
ted Te Deum 1s then ſung in the alternate voices of a 
man and a woman, who with much profaneneſs thank 
the demon for Having given them the power over the 
patient, which they will continue as long as he lives, 


The demon then concludes the ceremony, by declar- 


ing his unalterable reſolution to puniſh him for ever ; 
and after breaking fiercely, and interſperſing many 
aſſertions of his own diabolical dignity, the fit ſub- 
fides into the ſame ſtrong agitation of the hand that 

| introduced 
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introduced it, and the patient recovers from its influ- 
ence, utterly weakened and exhauſted. At certain 
periods of the fit, he is ſo violent that an aſſiſtant 
is always obliged to be at hand to reſtrain him from 
committing ſome injury on himſelf ; tho' to the ſpec- 
tators he is perfectly harmleſs. He underftands all 
that is ſaid and done during his fits, and will gven 
reply ſometimes to queſtions aſked him. He is un- 
der the influence of theſe paroxiſms generally near an 
hour ; during which time his eyes are faſt cloſed. 
Sometimes he fancies himſelf changed into the form 
of an animal; when he aſſumes all the motions and 
ſounds that are peculiar to it. From the execrations 
he utters it may be preſumed that he 1s or was of an 
abandoned and profligate character, but the reverſe is 
the truth; he was ever of a remarkable innocent, and 
inoffenſive diſpoſition. Every method that the vari- 
ous perſons who have come to ſee him have ſuggeſted, 
every effort of ſome very ingenious gentlemen of the 
faculty who applied their ſerious attention to his caſe, 
has been long ago and recently exerted without ſuc- 
ceſs ; and ſome years ago he was ſent to St. George's 
Hoſpital, where he remained about 20 weeks, and 
was pronounced incurable. Of late, he has every 
day at leaſt three and ſometimes nine of theſe fits, 
which have reduced him to great weakneſs and al- 
moſt to diſpair; for he cannot hear any virtuous or 
religious expreſſion uſed without pain and horror.

The emaciated and exhauſted figure that he preſents; 
the number of years that he has been ſubject to this 


malady, and the proſpe& of want and diſtreſs that 


hes before him through being thus diſabled from 
following his buſineſs, all preclude, the ſuſpicion of 
impoſture. His life is become a ſeries of intenſe 
pain and anxiety, 


Should any of your readers queſtion the authen- 
ticity of this relation, or conceive themſelves able to 
adminiſter relief or even mitigation to this afflicted 
object, you know your correſpondent and have my 
free conſent to refer them to me.

A SHORT ACCOUNT. of GEORGE LUKINS, 
after his coming to BRISTOL, and prior to his 
HAPPY DELIVERANCE. - 


8 EVERAL perſons who had been acquainted with 
G. L——'s unhappy ſituation for many years, had 
heard him repeatedly ſay that he was poſſeſſed with 
ſeven devils, and if ſeven miniſters could be got to 
pray with him, in faith, they would be caſt out. 
But this declaration being ' treated as a viſionary 
matter, he remained in his former ſtate notwith- 
ſtanding every medical means were made uſe af 
for his cure. However, a perſon who felt much 
for his deplorable caſe, had him brought to Briſ- 
tol on Saturday the 7th of June, to ſee if any. 
thing could be done for him. 


Such an extraordinary caſe ſoon became the topic 
of the day, and many religious perſons of different 
denominations 


En * 
denomiĩnations, reading of the account in the pa- 
pers were induced to viſit him, for ſevetal days 
prior to his deliverance; all of whom have agreed, 
that the account given in the before- mentioned pa- 
pers was a relation of facts. His fits generally 
came on about ſeven o'clock in the morning, at 
eleven 'o'clock in the forenoon, and at ſeven in the 
evening ;, but frequently he had ſeven fits of a day. 


A perſon who went to ſee him writes as follows. © 


8 Wedneſday the 11th of June, about a quarter 

before ſeven in the evening, I went to ſee G=— — | 

L——, of whom it was reported, upon reſpeQable i] 
authority, that he was poſſeſſed by the Devil. 


« After I had been with him about twenty mi- 
nutes, his fits commenced by a violent convulfion- 
of the nervous ſyſtem, beginning with a powerful 
agitation of the right hand, which ſoon extended 
over his whole body. This agitation was attended 
with ſuch ſhocking diſtortions of the countenance 
that is impoſſible for language to deſcribe. After he 
had been in this ſituation about a quarter of an hour, 
he- made a deep roar, in a voice that made the room 
ſhake. Immediately after the roar, the Demon (as 
if enraged) violently exclaimed, ©* D—n thy foul to 
Hell.” After repeating this execration ſeveral times,

the fiend added, Thou Fool, thou thoughteft by coming 
to Briſtol to have avoided my power and authority. Ah ! 
ah / ah ! Thou fool ! Doſe thou not know that 7 have the 
ſupreme command over thee, and that it is in vain for thee 
to get out of my power ? I tell thee, fool, tis alli in vain, 
For J fay and ſuear by my infernal den of Hell that 1 
will torment thee ten thouſand times worſe than euer. 

A ſhort pauſe now enſued, during which time the 
patient's face was again more violently diſtorted. 


Soon after ſevera diſtin voices, in a feminine tone, 


repeated nearly the ſame as the Demon had before 
ſaid, but in a far more jeering and taunting manner, 
which't they ended by aſſerting, with the moſt ſhock- 
ing execrations, That they* were determined, by the in- 
fernal den of Hell, to torment him ten thouſand times 
worſe than ever, even to the end of his life. This was 
inſtantly ſucceeded by a kind of ſinging, as if they 
were triumphing in that they had power over the 
unhappy object. This ſinging was without any 
particular words, and in which the loud and femi- 
nine voices alternately took part. A ſecond. paulſc 
now took place, which laſted about two or three mi- 
nutes, when the Demon, in a hoarſe voice, cned - 

out, © command you, my ſervants, to attend! Imme- 
diately after (as if they were at hand) he faid, ** Now 
you are here, we will have a dance and a Jong.” Ac- 
cordingly a ſoft _— voice ſung a hunting ſong,

which, was clearly and prettily expreſſed. When 


this was-finiſhed another ſong was ſung in a-kind of | 
dialogue; the loud and ſoft voices ſang their reſpec- 
tive parts, and the man's legs and arms were in 


motion all the time. When the Demon had ex- 
preſſed his ſatisfaction at their ſinging, he ſaid, 
« Now you have had your dance and ſong, I will ſing a 
Jong myſelf. You, ſhall hear.your maſter. You ſhall hear 
the Devil ſing for once.” Upon which he ſang a 


hunting ſong ; at the concluſion the man was ſo _ 


violently agitated that it was with great difficulty two 
ſtrong men could hold him from injuring himſelf. 
In this part of the fit the Demon began railing and 
blaſpheming moſt hideouſſy, crying out, AT al 
ah ! man: — we told thee las all in vain for thee to 
ſtrive againſt. my power. Whet. good did the two fellows 


thee hadft with thee laſt night, do; and the black-coated 
fellows thee hadſt with thee this morning, and the fellow. 


from Kingſwood ? Why did they not come to night fool ? 
No—no. They thought it their beſt. way not to come: 


for if they had I would have ſhewn them. a fone trick. I. 
would let them fee that I was their maſter.” Here the 


Demon began ſinging, when at the fame time a 
young clergyman came into the room. This ſinging 
lated a few minutes, after which the ſiend ſeemed 
moſt ' violently enraged. The man's body being 


turned towards the miniſter, the voice three times 
repeated, D- thy foul to Nell; and then addrel- 


ling 
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ſing itſelf to the demoniac, exclaimed, * Thou fool! 
What doſt think to bring an unbelieuing black-coated 
fellow to withſtand my power and authority ? I tell thee, 
fool, tis all in vain. It is of no uſe for them to come 
here to prate. Tf they come to ſee me. I am the Dx vt. 
Tf that's all they come for, tis well,” The evil ſpirit 
then began again to upbraid him for his folly,” ſay- 
ing. That all his endeavours were in vain,” and ad- 
ded, * He was determined to exert his ſupreme autho- 
rity over him to the lateft period of his life.” He then 
reverted. to what he had ſaid before concerning the 
perſons who were with him the preceeding night and 
morning, intimating that they were afraid to come 
again; but added, in a jeering tone, . Thou ſhalt have 
a fine parcel of the black-coated fellows with thee to- mor- 
row ; and I will put thee on thy legs, and make thee look 
like ſomething among them.”* Another interval of 
his fit then took place for a few minutes, at the end 
of which a female voice chaunted out, We praife 
thee, we magnify thee, and own thee to be our ſupreme 
head, and Governor, O Devil ! We acknowledge thy 
power, and may it be extended from one end of the' earth

vil ill boaſting of his power, and threatening that 
when he had got us into his infernal den of Hell 
we ſhould all bow down to him“ and acknowledge 
him to be our ſupreme Governor.———He then

Upon this one of the miniſters who attended turn» 
ed to the reſt of the company, and ſaid, Friends, 
what are we at? Are we come to hear the Devil's 
ſongs ? NoOo-No.— Let us ſing to the praiſe and 
glory of God: Give out a hymn, Another of the

This gave great 


encouragement for continuing in prayer; they had 
now confidence that God would ſoon anſwer their 


requeſt in behalf of this poor demoniac. Soon after 


he was quite out of the fit, calm, and ſerene, as if 
nothing had happened, and talk d very rational. 
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For fome time he was much preſſed by thoſe 
preſent to ſay Gor, Loxp Jzsus CurisT, Lonp 
HAVE MERCY UPON ME, DELIVER ME FROM THIS | 
TEMPTATION, but he could not ſay it, nor any thing 
of a ſacred nature, but put his hands to his ears to 
prevent even hearing the ſound. Sometimes when he 
was importuned to cry unto Gop, for mercy, he 
would immediately reply © Devil,” Devil. and 
fall into ſtrange agitations.—The preceding day as 
one of the miniſters entered the room, he broke out 
with a laughing ſneer, as tho' he had an inveteracy 
againſt him, Ha! Ha! Ha! what are you come? 
Long look'd for come at laſt.” - 


It is worth obſerving chat a perſon of ſome diſcern- 
ment viſited him with an intention to diſcover any | 
thing that bore the aſpect of an impoſtor, but ſoon 
was convinced by the evidence he received, that the 
man in all his paroxyſms ſpoke and acted by neceſlity. 
The above gentleman was particular in his enquires, 
before and after the fit, whether he knew right from 
wrong when he was fo violently agitated. He 
anſwered, © Yes.” He knew what was right and 
wrong, likewiſe what he did and ſaid; but was 
compelled by the Demon, who then acted upon him, 
in all that occured during the fit, ſo that in no reſpeR 
he was a free agent; even in the ſongs which he ſang, 
if any word bore the reſemblance of goodneſs or 

modeſty,

modeſty, he was impell'd to change the word for one 


more ſuitable to the genius of the Devil. We might 
inſert a few of thoſe lines for example, but we refrain, 
leaſt we ſhould ſhock the delicacy of the reader. 


The next day (being Friday the 1gth) ſeven 
miniſters * aſſembled together, according to a former 


appointment, in the Veſtry-room. of Temple Church, 


with an intention to ſpend ſome hours in prayer for 
the deliverance of this unhappy man.—They began 


about eleven o'clock with ſinging an hymn proper 


for the occaſion. In a little time the fit came on in the 
uſual way, but his agitations, diſtortions, &c. grew 


ſtronger and ſtronger, till they became more dreadful 


than ever they appeared before. He was demanded 


by one of the miniſters preſent, as the voice of them 


all, IN THE NAME OF THE FATHER, SON 
AND HOLY GHOST, WHO. HE WAS?” 
but no reply. He was aſked a ſecond time, but no 
anſwer. It was urged again; he then grin'd, and with 


a horrible voice exclaimed, © 1 am the Devil. He 


was then aſked, Why he tormented this man? He an- 
ſwered, To ſhew my power among men.” Immedi- 
ately on which, he was ſtrangely convulſed, and en- 
deayoured to kick at a perſon who was near him, but

was prevented by the exertions of two men, whe 
were obliged to hold him during the time: he foamed 
at the mouth, his face was diſtorted to a degree be- 
yond deſcription, his body was thrown into different 
forms, and after ſome violent throes, he ſpake in a 
deep hoarſe hollow voice, calling the man to an ac- 
count, and upbraiding bim as a fool for bringing that 
fally company together ; ſand it was to no purpoſe, 
and ſwore By his inſernal den, that he would never 
quit his hold of him, bat would torment him a thou- 
ſand times worſe for making this vain attempt. 


The voice of the demoniac was then compelled to 
ſing in his uſual manner ;—afterwards he blaſphemed,

Te Deum to the Devil, in different voices, ſaying,

Supreme Governor, &c.

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When the noiſe was ſo great as to obſtruct the 
company preceding in prayer, thev ſang together an 
hy mn ſuitable to the occaſion. Whilſt they were in 
prayer, the voice which perſonated the Devil bid 
them defiance, curſing and vowing dreadful ven- 
geance on all preſent. | | 

The poor man ftill remained in great agonies 
and torture, and prayer was continued for his delive- 
rance. A clergyman preſent deſired him to endeavour 
to ſpeak the name of JESUS,“ and ſeveral times 
repeated it to him; at all of which he replied « Devil. 
During this attempt, a ſmall faint voice was heard fay- 
ing © Why don't you adjure ?” * On which the cler- 
gyman commanded, IN THE NAME OF JESUS, 
AND IN THE NAME OF THE FATHER, 
THE SON, AND. THE HOLY GHOST, THE 
EVIL SPIRIT TO. DEPART FROM THE 
MAN! which he repeated ſeveral times :—when 4 
voice was heard to ſay, * Muſt I give up my power ? 
and this was followed by dreadful howlings. Soon 
after another voice, as with aſtoniſhment, ſaid, 
Our maſter has deceived us. -The clergyman full 
continuing to repeat the adjuration, a voice was 
heard to ſay, © Where ſhall we go? and the reply 
was ;=»©< To hell, thine own infernal den, and re- 
turn no more to torment this man.——-On this the

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man's agitations and diſtortions were ſtronger than 
ever, attended with the moſt dreadful howling 
that can be conceived. But as ſoon as this con- 
flict was over he ſaid, in his own natural voice, 
« BLESSED JESUS!”-—became quite ſerene, im- 
mediately praiſed God for his deliverance, and 
kneeling down ſaid the Lord's-prayer, and then ſung 
the 67th Pſalm (as in the Evening Service) * God
